Summary of reasons for decision: 











This game is a 'Director's Cut' re-release of the previously classified game 'Deus Ex: Human 
Revolution' (OFLC No. 1100518, classified R16, registered 26 May 2011) for the Nintendo Wii U 
system. The Director's Cut contains the original game and a new game-play component “The 
Missing Link” which is integrated into the main storyline. In the previously classified version this 
was available as download content only. Developer commentaries and some Wii U-specific 
controller options complete the Director's Cut. 

The additional content on the Director's Cut deals with matters of violence, cruelty, sex and 
offensive language to a similar extent and degree and in a manner that is consistent with the 
content of the previously classified version. As a result the Director's Cut does not require a 
different classification or descriptive note to that given to the previously classified game.
